ing beer at the Jersey Lily saloon and 
treating the crowd.

put np and sold at public auction by 
the sheriff at Jackson, Ky.. la«t month. 
He was knocked down 10 William Gnf- 
fitb, who was the highest bidder. For 
six months Marcum will belong to Grif- 
-fitb, just as fifty years ago a negro 
slave belonged to a Kentucky master. 
He must work for his owner at the tet- 
ter's will, and Griffith will be entitled 
to punish bis sen-ant if Marcum re- 
fuses to work. 


The purchaser actually owns Mar- 


cnm by a title which the sheriff must 
enforce. 


Notwithstanding declarations by the 


lower courts of Kentucky that the law 
of 1795 is unconstitutional, sheriffs are 
from time to time selling people to the 
highest bidder. The law is known as 
'the vagrancy act" 


It has never been passed upon by the 


higher courts. Recently two men and 
a woman were sold in this way at 
Shelbyville. and there was also a sale 
at Lancaster. A white man said to be- 
long to a good family has been sold 
several times at EHzabetbtown. Ky., to 
serve Uis buyers for stated periods. 


The selling of human beings is a 


scene that in the present day is, to say 
the least, pitiful, but the law of Ken- 
tucky has no pity, and the officers of 
the law have naught to do but execute 
it. Oftentimes it mast be said that 
they execute it gladly, as they thus 
get rid of an irresponsible character 
in the community by making the pur- 
chasers responsible for the good be- 
havior of the one bought. 


Sales in recent ye-irs in Kentucky 


have not been so frequent as in former 
years, but scarcely a year passes that 
half a dozen or more people are not 
sold at public auction.

In order to accomplish this desirable 
result is is imperative that his em- 
ployer should 
voluntarily 
concede 


whatever he is justly entitled to. 
without waiting for the command of 
organized labor or the force of pub- 
ic opinion. If that bad been done to 
a greater extent in the past it is pos- 
sible that we might hear less of the 
arbitrary demands of organized labor 
now. 
Nevertheless It is a 
policy 


which will always be in order, and 
when backed by the power of united 
capital, which organized 
labor has 


made an absolute necessity, its influ- 
ence for good will be felt throughout 
the whole industrial 
field. 
With 


united capital—that is^an employers' 
organization—organized 
labor 
wJll 


be more inclined to listen to reason. 
Courts will soon take courage and 
:ease to shuffle with property rights, 
and will forever establish, the fact 
hat when an employer has satisfied 
11 legal requirements he sbculd be 
protected in his right to manage his 
luainess according to his best judg- 
ment and to market his product with- 
ut fear of molestation.—M. Cokely, 
n the Engineering Magazine for May.

In the case of Pay Director Foster, 


U. S N., retired, as to the uniform to 
be worn by retired officers, Acting 
Secretary of the Navy C. H. Darling, 
under date of April, 27, decided as fol- 
lows: 
"Officers on the retired list or- 


dered to active1 duty do not, as stat- 
ed in the third endorsement, have the 
precedence of the grade from which 
they were retired 
On the contrary, 


they take rank according to 
their 


precedence under the 
provisions of 


sections 1485 and 1486 of the Re- 
vised Statute^ in the grade held1 by 
them, whether that be in the grade 
from which they "were retired, or in 
any higher grade under the provis- 
ions of law authorizing increased 
rank on retirement. 
They are ac- 


cordingly entitled to the rights and 
privileges attendant upon the rank 
they hold. Among these is that of 
wearing the uniform of their actual 
present rank, whatever that may be, 
with such insignia as distinguish the 
corps to which they belong. In the 
within-mentioned case, 
accordingly. 


Pay Director Foster, being an officer 
on the retired list with the rank of 
rear admiral, is entitled to wear the 
uniform) of that grade, but the distin- 
guishing insignia of the 
Pay Corps 


only. Par. 12, on page 5, under sub- 
head) 'General Regulations' of G. O. 
No. 48 
(revised), 
Feb. 
27, 1902, 


should not be interpreted as fixing 
any particular uniform to be worn by 
retired officers from the necessity of 
keeping up with changes made from 
time to time in the uniform pre- 
scribed for the several grad«8 in the 
service."

Their Early Appearance a New 


Menace to Ocean Travel.

At tunes there is something most

One of lart;o size was observed 
s-oi.ie years ago which for a time oscil- 
lati'd backward and forward with a 
loniilar mo\oinont like the pendulum 
of a clock. It was a grotesque, almost 
humorous, sij;ht to observe the great 
mountain of ice swaying from side to 
i-ido like one of the polar boars that 
haunt the far north. Then gently and 
almost imperceptibly the borg "turned 
turtle," showing a gently rounded sur- 
faro whore before had been jagged 
peaks and turrets. It was a dissolving 
'view in ihe literal sense. 


There is a continuous change in the 


apnearanco of icebergs. At times a 
Gothic cathedral is stimulated; again, 
with the sunset's warm glow, tl-e T.'- ' 
faces may take to themselves a l-ko- ' 
iiess to a tropic landscape. Cascades 
will descend from the upper slopes, 
breaking into feathery spray as the i 
stream moots with obstacles. Sailors j 
in the arctic make mental pictures as 
children do with passing clouds of j 
those strange forms. Home, with its ] 
famili.tr scones, may be imagined amid 
the very abomination of desolation. 


As to the size of icebergs—well, one 


must be among them to appreciate 
their proportions. Sir John Ross ob- 
sorved one that was 2\'> miles long by j 
2'', miles broad and 150 feet high. The 
weight was estimated at 1 .oOO.OOO.OOO" 
tons. This, however, was not an ex- 
traordinary berg. Sometimes they are 
observed towering to a height of 700 or 
SOO feet As only one-tenth of the mass 
is above water and visible, it is seen 
that they require plenty of depth as 
well as soa room for their movements. 


The comments of the passengers 


when an ocean steamer passes an ice- 
berg are often curious. If the weather 
is fins and tbe distance sufficient for 
safety, while ronvenieut for the obser- 
vation, tho sight is taken as a spectacle 
arranged for the edification of the on- 
lookers. Some are disappointed. They 
expected something more dramatic, 
turrets perhaps when flat surfaces aro i 
seen or tagged edges whero the waves i 
may bo sliding over smoothness Oth- j 
crs go into ootasies of delight over the J 
ever changing pictures presented to i 
Ihrfr view.

S PARISH HOUSE, FAIEHAVES. 


notable additions to Mr. Rogers' gifts 
to tbe town, which include a brick 
Eohoolhouse, a library arid a town hall. 


The parish house is built of stone cut 


from a ledge at Fort Phenix, within 
200 yards of the Rogers mansion. The 
trimmings are of blue limestone, and 
tho scheme of exterior embellishment 
includes carved heads and gargoyles 
flmilar to those found on Ely cathe- 
t'ral, in England, ornamental tracery 
\, indows of white limestone, turrets, 
pinnacles and chimney pots of terra 
cotta, 


Tlie interior has some striking fea- 


tures—carved decorations, a profusion 
tf paneling, flat arches and shallow 
moldings. In the entertainment hall, 
cr Sunday school room, are to be found 
four full length figures of angels 
carved iu oak. Throughout the build- 
i«S oak is the only wood used except 
ia the flooring of the kitchen and scul- 
lery. The buildings will be enjoyed by 
a parish of not more than sixty fami- 
lies, the average attendance at the 
Sunday services not exceeding fifty. 
No one knows exactly how much they 
will cost, as tho work is being done by 
the day. Half a dozen stone carvers 
iiave been busy for more than a year 
on this part of the church alone, and it 
may be set down as a conservative es- 
timate that when the buildings are 
completed they will represent an ex- 
ponditure of close upon $1,000,000. 


Mr. Honors spends all the time he 


can spare at Fairhaven. His home in 
the south part of the town is Georgian 
in architecture nnd is one of the show 
pltcos of Tairhavon. It is bigger than 
most hummer hotels, and from it an 
excellent view of Buzzards bay may 
be obtained. For the last seven years 
Mr Uogors has hold the office of super- 
intendent of streets, and, thanks to his 
generosity, the town possesses more 
macadam roads than any Massachu- 
setts settlement four times its size. 
The money to build them was not ap- 
piopnated at the annual town meet- 
ings, so one may guess whence it came. 


This is not all that Mr. Rogers has 


done for Fairhaven. He built a water- 
works sjstem that is now owned by 
the library raid is one of the sources of 
its income. Last summer half a mile of 
granolithic sidewalk was laid on tho 
street that ends at Mr. Rogers' gate. 
Ho will provide any householder with 
curbing in front of his house, the own- 
er's only expense being to pay for the 
sottina; of the stone. Trees have been 
planted along now streets, the old Uni- 
tarian ehurch has become a school- 
house, unsightly buildings that disfig- 
ured the wharfs have disappeared. In 
every case Mr. Rogers has paid the 
bills, and ho is prepared to do evon 
more for tho town. As soon as the leg- 
islature gives authority the mill pon-1, 
long a tlisfisiuromont, will bo traus- 
foi mod nilo a park. If the cost of all 
these improvements oould be estimated 
n u l l uiiy dosrr-oe of accuracy, it would 
totil far b-j ond ^2,000,000 and might 
easily ro.u h $.".,000,1)00. 


Another ol tho hit cresting buildiugs 


of rairhavon which owe their existence 
to Mr. Rogers' munificence is the Ma- 
Notuc hall at the "Four Corners," a flue 
business block. It contains a lodge 
room finished in quartered oak, and 
\\hou Mr. Rogors gave it to the Mn- 
Kims ho stipulated that the name of 
their lodge should bo changed from 
Concord in to tho George II. Taboi 
lodgo. This was a signal tribute to

As 
an author he is a hard and persistent 
worker. Before producing a volume be 
delves in books and records until he 
baa gathered a great mass of facts and 
incident*. Then he takes up his pen. 
shuts himself in a room, which be- 
comes his workshop, and 110 slave of a 
grinding master can work longer hours 
or more assiduously until he has ampll- 
ik-d and tabulated all of the informa- 
tion he has obtained, each subject un- 
der its proper head for ready refer- 
ence. Then he begins the construction 
of his story. 
. He has erected a den somewhat after 
| the fashion of a western dugout in the 
I grounds of his country home at Cor- 
I nish, and there are his desk, his type- 
writer and his reference library. There 
he labors alone and undisturbed daily 
from breakfast until late afternoon, 
then gives a couple of hours to vigor- 
ous athletic sport of some sort and aft- 
er dinner again returns to his writing, 
which continues late into the night. 


This is his regime until the last re- 


vision of his work is in the hands of 
his publishers, and then he starts with 
his wife to some new locality, which is 
a rest for him only in change of occu- 
pation, for it is generally the collection 
of information for another work. The 
usual social amenities of life are not 
for him, and even his dearest frienda 
see little of him excepting in his "rest- 
ing spells." While at work upon a book 
he never entertains any other subject 
than the one upon which he is busy.

Funehal, Madeira, April «o.—This 


glorious i&land is a Portuguese posses- 
sion, :.nd its name, Madeira, is pro- 
iiounce-d, according to the authorities. 
Ma-doe-ra, acxvnt on the dee. It is 
r.bout four days by steame-- from Ber- 
muda iu an aluiust direct line east. 
The Canary islands are n.»t far away, 
and the green canary bird of commerce 
is reared and sold iii great numbers 
here. 


Of all spots of the earth Madeira is 


perhaps the most desirable to dwell in 
for all who wish to get out of the 
"sturm uud drang" and pass a change-

less existence in the midst of sunshine, 
laziness and perfect peace. The cli- 
mate is as even as an old fashioned 
Quaker lady's temper. It is never any 
colder than 65 degrees, never any 
warmer than 80. The mean tempera- 
ture is about 68 degrees, and it is very 
little colder by night than by day. 


Formerly Madeira was a place to 


stay away from because of the great 
number of consumptives, mostly from 
England, who sought its mild shores to 
prolong their suffering existence, but 
now many of these go elsewhere. The 
healthy person who does not like to ex- 
ert himself can be quite as happy here 
as the invalid. In Madeira nobody but 
the lower classes, negroes and peasants, 
exerts himself. A beautiful road winds 
around the island, now dipping to the 
water's edge, now crossing like a 
thread the face of great mountain cliffs. 
There are picturesque paths up moun- 
tain heights from which glorious viewa 
may be obtained, bat nobody that I 
ever heard of takes walks. Laziness is 
respectable. I wonder whether the de- 
termined American athletic girl would 
drop her strenuousness after awhile if 
she were to come here. 


If you want to go anywhere there 


are the carros. Picture to yourself a 
wicker chair and that chair fastened 
upon runners, sledlike. That is a car- 
ro. Oxen are hitched to the chair and 
draw you bumping along. If you would 


•v ary the mode of travel you may take 
one of the laziness promoting ham- 
mocks and be swung over the roads. 


A little way out of Funchal Mount 


Church rises. A favorite morning or 
afternoon trip is to be dragged up its 
sides in an inclined railway car some- 
what like those common in Cincinnati 
and in other American cities set in the 
midst of hills. Dp Mount Church you 
are drawn past smiling vineyards, 
through waving green banana planta- 
tions and delightful fruit orchards. 
When you return down the mountain, 
if you wish you can do so in what 
is called a ''running carro" and come 
down in three minutes. 


When the great continent of Atlantis 


was sunk in the ocean and lost, a few 
mountain peaks seem to have been left 
above water. Either that was the case 
or else volcanic or earthquake action 
lifted a little of the land out of water 
afterward, and this land now consti- 
tutes tbe group of islands off the north- 
west coast of Africa. 
Madeira is a 


mass of basalt rock split into seams 
and chasms, with fertile, smiling val- 
leys between the rock cliffs. 
Some- 


times a mountain side is terraced to 
keep the soil from sliding into the sea 
when it rains. 


Tropical and semitropical vegetation 


thrives here in glorious 
abundance. 


Miles and miles of fuchsia, geranium 
and heliotrope hedge fringe the roads. 
At different elevations all the grains 
and vegetables and nearly all the 
fruits of the temperate zones thrive 
luxuriantly. Indian corn gives great 
yields. Bananas, grapes, oranges, figs 
and pineapples of noble quality gratify 
the palate. 


Tho natives are a mixture of negro, 


Portuguese and old Moorish blood and 
no improvement on any. 
Some of 


thorn speak three languages, so called, 
a vile Portuguese, a worse French and 
a superlatively bad English. 


In Funchal, the capital and seaport, 


tho sun shines nearly every day in the 
year. The tourists' season lasts from 
October to Juno. Living is not immod- 
erately high because no American mil- 
lionaires have as yot established a col- 
ony hero. If a soloot few cultured per- 
sons with nn assured small Income who 
lo\e not the money worshiping world 
and its wnya, but rather desire to get 
away from It, wish to form a colony 
of tboir own and live n happy, simple, 
wholosottio Hfo near to nature, hero la 
the spot lor thorn.

When the pony express was estab- 


lished in ISOu :iie distance between ST. 
Joseph. Mo., and Sacramento. Cal.. was 
shortened by two and a half mouths. 
Prior to that time the mails were car- 
ried in a stagecoach, which eonsumcxl 
nearly three mouths in making the 
trip. 


With the advent of the pony express 


the time was reduced to eight days. To 
accomplish this unheard of trip thirty- 
five men and tiDO ponies were necessary. 
The only halt made was of two minutes' 
duration. This time was consumed in 
changing saddles and bags from one 
tough, sure footed. 3cet little animal to 
another just like him. There were thir-

ty stations along the line, with relays 
at each station. Bach horse was forced 
on a swift ran for ten miles and then 
replaced by another. 


One of these intrepid riders is today 


a resident of St. Joseph. His name is 
Charles II. Cliff. Charley Cliff rode the 
pony express for six months after it 
had been 1:1 operation for a year. Twice 
each week he made the trip. His route 
led him to Seneca. Kan. There he 
waited for the mail back from the west 
and bore it to St. Joseph. When the 
river was I'igh or running with ice ho 
left his pouj on the west bank aud. 
taking a 
skiff, 
rowed 
across and 


brought up at the post office with his 
messages from the still unexplored 
west. 


These pony express riders were a 


daring lot. The savagery of the Cle- 
ments and the blocdthirstiness of the 
Indians were to be met and conquered 
or evaded iu a manner that would not 
lose time on their schedule. 


Out upon the far western plains 


roamed their enemies, the Indians. 
These red skinned savages were nomi- 
nally friendly. But the Springfield rifle 
swinging from the saddlebow and the 
Colt revolver carried in holster were 
often brought into rapid play and with 
deadly effectiveness upon the Indian 
by the during riders skimming alone 
across the plains with messages from 
the far west. 


By means of the pony express the 


distance between St. Joseph and Sac- 
ramento was covered in 232 hours. The 
usual run for each man was eighty-five 
miles. At first a horse was used for 
every twenty miles, but later double 
the number of animals were put into 
service. The equipment was a light 
riding saddle and bridle, with specially 
made pouches of "mochilas," mnde of 
heavy leather, which hung over the 
saddle much tis common saddlebags 
are hung. There were four pocksls. 
:wo in front and two behind each leg 
of the rider. Three of these pouches 
were locked and opened at specially 
designated points nnd under no circum- 
stances at any other. The other was 
for local mail. 


Cliff tells n thrilling Btory of his 


experiences. "I never knew what it 
was to ride at n walk," he said. "My 
horse was always at his greatest speed 
Downhill ho was allowed to slacken 
his pace, but on nil other roads he was 
put through. My route was one of the 
best In the system, nnd I thoroughly 
enjoyed the work. There was no stop- 
ping, no hosltnucy, no lagging. It wns 
a rush from start to finish, and I gen- 
erally mnnnged to get through. At om 
time the snow wn« six feot deep along 
my route, and I had great difficulty 
keeping the trail, while the cold wan 
Intense."

Suilde'ily be felt a sharp pain iu his 


back. The pain almost caused him to 
drop. 
Hut men will do unheard of 


things when life is at stake, and Cliff 
iept running. 
The Indians 
almost 


reached him, and he was forced to turn 
and fight for his life. He drew his 


olt revolvers and stood the red men 


off as he backed toward the wagons, 
iUffering excruciating agony with ev- 
ery step. He finally reached safety, 
aud his companion, in response to 
Cliff's orders, banded the wounded 
man his rifle. 


Cliff lifted the rifle to his shoulder 


ind, calmly taking deliberate aim at 
the nearest savage, pulled the trigger. 
The redskin dropped in his tracks. 
Again the cool eye sighted along the 
oug rifle barrel. 
Again an Indian 


dropped, mortally wounded. 


At this juncture one of the foremost 


red men stopped in his advance and, 
Bulling his bow to its utmost length, 
fired at the wounded white man. The 
arrow struck him in the left breast. He 
did not fall, lie continued to pour his 
withering flre into the advancing horde 
of yellinar savages. Another arrow 
pierced the arm that was supporting 
the gun barrel, and the death dealing 
rifle dropped. 


Cliff feared that his days had come 


:o a close. . His companions had for 
saken him for the Jarger train. 
He 


stood helpless almost but for his six 
shooter, which he managed to keep go- 
ing until it was emptied. Then he re- 
treated toward the inclosure. 


The Indians continued their advance 


upon the wagon train. 
But it was 


soon stopped. 


The men from the larger train, at- 


tracted by the scene of excitement and 
the sound of firing, rushed to the res- 
cue of their belated companion. Then- 
advance was in the nick of time. After 
some sharp fighting the Indians were 
poon driven oflf, and the two trains 
were drawn closer together and prep- 
arations made to receive a second at- 
tack, but none came. The Indians had 
been defe.ited. nnd they mounted their 
ponies and rode away. 


Cliff called to his companion and 


forced him to cut the arrow from his 


ack. 
It wa<» a tragic scone. 
The 


companion had not the courage to pull 
it out. as the arrowhead had gone into 
the flesh and was buried. Cliff told him 
to cut it out. The man said he cou'd 
not.

The falling of the big 
traveling 


crane Jnto the new dry dock at the 
navy yard, as told exclusively in The 
Herald1 of 
Mnday, 
was 
accom- 


panied "with remarkably little dam- 
age. 


The crane was one of two, which 


span the new dock, being 164 feet 
long. They were built by Supt. Lee 
Treadwell when the work was first 
started. 


The constructio.n was 
of 
wood, 


with heavy iron bracing, and each 
ran on a railroad, with an engine to 
handle it, on the south side. 


The crane that fell was the one at 


thei cofferdam end ot the dock. A 
few weeks ago, the trolley work was 
all changed over, to handle the extra 
large granite blocks used about the 
entrance and caisson. 


On Monday, one of these sixteen- 


ton blocks of granite was picked up 
and was about to be lowered 
into 


the dock, when the big crane began 
to creak and crack. 


Thers were several Italian laborers 


in the 4pck 
underneath, 
but the 


warning given -was enough for them 
to get out of the way, for it took al- 
most a minute for the mass of steel 
and timber to crash down into the 
dock. 


The block of- granite 
fortunately 


sturck a pile of sand, saving both the 
dock flooring and the 
block 
from 


damage. 


Some of the iron in falling, how- 


ever, chipped the edges of a few of 
the side altars, but the damage, on 
the whole, is slight. 


The mass of debris 
was cleared 


out of the dock, this forenoon. The 
accident will not retard the? work of 
finishing the dock, to any extent.
